, The failure of the wheat crop in .Co- 
shocton county last year cost the far- 
mers many thousands of dollars and 
they have Just cause to feel elated 
pyer the encouraging .reports for the 
coming season. The state crop.report 
for April was issued Thursday and 
shows the condition of wheat has im- 
proved-seven points since March 1. It 
it Is "now rated at 78 per cent of a full 
'average crop. . r ,,, 
t 


, Af 8tated, in last month's report, 
wheat was small and ''thin from late 
•planting, when the winter set in, but 
favorable weatherj conditions have 
preserved it so that the roots are 
well set and though smalt- the plant 
has gathered ^vitality to'press forward 
in rapid Jgrqwlh, as shown Jby the 
healthy advance 
made during the 


past month. Thi fly did considerable 
damage in some sections last fall, but 
the late seeding seemi, to have had its 
good efiect in preventing the pest from 
working general serious .destruction 
and at present there are only a few re- 
por-ts<referiing.to~fly. Mention of-veiy 
very poor wheat is that on thin clay 
soil and lands improperly drained, and 
there is some that shp.ws^the e|Tect of 
freezing, but generally speaking for 
the .state, wheat .condition is .fair to 
good even excellent, being 78 per cent, 
as compared wi,th,an average and, an 
advance of seven points since March 
1. So .prospects are promising, unless 
the plant should yet be,over taken , by 
fly, 
which "might t work -the -same 


speedy.ruin that began a little later 
than this time, last'y'e'ar. 


The statement-is also made in the 


j-eport th»t farm hands are in greater 
demand and command higher wages 
than formerly. At present the aver- 
age paid is $16 a month with board 
and $22.85. without board, or 85 cents 
and $1.15 per day. This increase is 
due to a shortage of workers, many of 
whom have gone to manufacturing 
towns where wages are higher.

of punishing the guilty. Russia will 
not abandon Prince Tuan because she 
owes Manchuria to him. It is impos- 
sible to designate Prince Tuan as a 
rebel, inasmuch as the empress dow- 
ager is still too powerful. She -will 
continue to direct with 'Prince Tuan's 
future fate. The developments regard- 
ing Prince Tuan's negotiations with 
Russia fully explain the impossibility 
for Russia to abandon him." 


Coun Von Waldersee has sent an 


urgent telegram to Emperor William 
imploring him to endeavor to hasten 
the negotiations for the withdrawal of 
the allied troops, on the ground that 
it is impossible to prevent quarrels 
between soldiers of tlie different na- 
tionalities which might at any mo- 
ment lead to serious trouble.

Found a Million In Bond*. 


Chicago, April 5.—Bonds in paper 


value in excess of $1,000,000 were 
found in the vault of the office of the 
city comptroller by members of the 
accounting firm of Harltins jk Sells, 
which is engaged in some expert.work 
on the books of the, city of Chicago. 
The bonds were issued In 1873 by a 
railway corporation that never had 
any tangible existence. They bear 7 
per cent interest and^wlll mature In 
1902. 
It 1» thought by many of the 


men in the office of the comptroller 
that the bonds were collateral secur- 
ity deposited with the city In the ef- 
fort to make good the shortage of 
City Treasurer Gage, who defaulted 
early In the seventies, leaving a short- 
age something like $500,000. It is held 
the bonds are now worthless. 


New Treaty With Spain. 


Washington, April 5.—Although so 


far without official confirmation, the 
report that the Spanish council ap- 
proved the draft of the aew treaty of 
commercial friendship between the 
United States and Spain finds cre- 
dence here. Minister Storer has been 
working negotiating a whole fabric of 
treaties to take the place of these 
wiped out by the Spanish war. His 
first work was the preparation of an 
extradition treaty, and this is now 
practically complete. Great difficulty 
was found in arriving at common 
bases for the negotiations for the 
treaty of commerce and friendship. 


Germans Against It. 


London, April 5. — A Berlin corre- 


spondent, dealing with the rumor that 
Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan will visit Ger- 
many in order to effect an alliance for 
the regulation of the sale and prices 
of German and American products to 
the exclusion of those of other na- 
tions, especially England, gives an in- 
terview with a prominent leader of 
German Industry, who said: "Ger- 
mans would not think of excluding 
England, with whom we have good 
relations, and they would want sure 
guarantees of advantage before ac- 
cepting the project in any form." 


Extra Session Useless. 


Washington, 
April 
5. — Governor 


Hunn, Dr. C. R. Taylor and State Sen- 
ator Alee of Delaware had an extend- 
ed conference with the president. Del- 
aware political matters were dis- 
cussed. There have been suggestions 
that Governor Hunn might call an ex- 
tra session of the legislature again to 
attempt to elect two United States 
senators, but when this suggestion 
was repeated .to Governor Hunn he 
said: "The conditions of a deadlock 
in the last legislature still exist, and 
to call an extra session would be use- 
less." • 


Left His Home. 


St. Joseph, Mo., April B.—E. V. 


Herding, cashier ofithe German-Amer- 
ican bank, left the city and can not be 
found. He wrote two letters, one to 
his wife and the other to the officials 
of the bank, stating that he had left 
the city for good. He said his ac- 
counts would be found to be straight, 
and a rareful examination, 'the offi- 
cials say, proven this to be true. The 
letter from Harding to bis wife re- 
vealed domratic trouble* of a 
Uoaal character.
